THAT IS WHAT STEPHENS STILE 
SAYS OF SPEER’S TELEGRAM. 


The Honorable Emory Issues a Card,in Which He 
gSsye Me Didn’ Do lt in the Way Indicated — 
Mr. Stephens Too Pohte to Embarrass a 
Young Man—Censuring the Speaker, 


WasHincron, May 30.—Representative Speer, 
of Georgia, furnishes for publication the fol- 
jowing statement with regard to the alleged 
issue between himself and Hon. A. H, Steph- 
ens: “There is no issue with Mr. Stephens 
with regard to my telegram to Dr. Felton, 
which Iaiso gave to the associated press. I 
called on Mr. Stephens at his room on Sunday 
morning, the 14th inst. I had learned that 
morning that a committee of independent 
democrats was to meet in Atlanta on the next 
day. I at once told Mr, Stephens that I 
would telegraph them to recommend him as 
the people’s candidate for governor. His 
secretary furnished me some telegraph blanks 
and I wrote the telegram in his room, réad it 
to him, and at his suggestion altered it in two 
particulars. I have the original draft. The 
telegram recited: ‘I know positively that he 
will not reject such a recommendation, and 
that if elected he will be the governor of al] 
the people without regard to party.”’ The 
telegrarn was true, every word of it. Mr. 
Stephens’s denial does not apply to this 
telegram, but to the telegram sent from At- 
lanta to a western paper stating that he had 
telegraphed to the convention of independents 
that he would accept their nomination for 
governor. He sent nv such telegram. I sent 
no such telegram, and the telegram I sent 
Dr. Felton speaks for itself. Mr. Stephens 
expresses himself asannoyed at the attempt to 
make an issue between him and me when 
none exists.”’ 

Mr. Stephens appends to the foregoing the 
foilowing statement over hissignature: ‘‘The 
above is substantially true. What Mr. Speer 
telegraphed to Dr. Felton is strictly true, 
though not by authority from me. There is 
no issue between me and Mr. Speer. 

CENSURING THE SPEAKER. 

The Democratic members of the house have 
decided to submit a resolution at the first op- 
portunity, which will recite the action of the 
speaker in refusing toentertain Mr. Springer’s 
appeal from his (the speaker’s) decision yes- 
terday, and declare in effect, that in the 
judgment of the minority, the chair ruled 
arbitrarily, and in so doing violated not only 
the rules of the house of representattives 
but the constitution of the United States. 


DISCUSSING THE OUTRAGE. 


The Speaker's Action Under Keview in the House— 
The Contested Case. r 

Wasuincton, May 30.—In the house, the 
regular journal of yesterday having been read, 
Mr. Springer, of Illinois, objected to its ap- 
proval on the ground that it omitted all refer- 
ence to two very important motions which he 
had submitted, and to the appeals which he 
had made from the speaker’s refusal to enter- 
tainthem. He had the official report on the 
subject read from the Congressional Record, 
and he then moved to have the journal cor- 
rected so as to include those two motions, 
which were to lay on the table the report of 
the committee on rules, and to recommit the 


report, with instructions, together with the: 


speaker's refusal to entertain them, his 


‘~appeals-from such refusal and the speaker’s 


declining toentertain them. The speaker di- 
rected the clerk to read the rule governing the 
case to the effect that every motion made to 
the house and entertained by the speaker, 
shall be entered on the journal, and he said 
thatif the clerk had journalized those mo- 
tions and appeals he would have acted improp- 
erly. Mr. Springer pointed out similar cases 
in recent proceedings of the house where mo- 
tions that were not entertained were journal- 
ized. He argued that the motions were prop- 
erones, and should have appeared on the 
journal, which should show correctly and 
truthfully what was done, even though the 
journal might then contain a condemnation 
of the man who sat in the speaker’s chair. 
A SHARP COLLOQUY. © 

An indignant call to order on the republi- 
can side and a declaration by the speaker that 
the gentleman ‘‘was not in orcer.’’

The demo- 
cratic members gathered around Mr. Springer, 
giving him aid and encouragement, while 
many republican members were also on their 
feet protesting against Springer’s course. Mr. 
Springer informed the spéaker definitely that 
he could not be taken from the floor.

Mr Springer—It would take a larger pat- 
tern than you to do it. [Continued laughter. ]

The Speaker—Any proper motion that the 
gentleman may wish to make relating to the 
Correction of the journal will be entertained 
by the chair and submitted to the house. The 
journal clerk in omitting motions that were 
hot entertained, proceeded exactly in accord- 
ance with the rule. 

A LEGAL ARGUMENT. 

Mr. Knott, of Kentucky, after some turther 
Colloguy made a constitutional argument in 
Support of Mr. Springer’s position. The com- 
Mand of the constitution was plain and 
Peremptorily, that each house should keep a 
journal of its proceedings. If that meant 
anything it meant that every transaction 
Which took place during its session, every 
motion made aud every ruling on it, should 

reduced to writing. A journal implied a 
Complete and truthful journal. The fact 
that the motion was out of order 
Was no reason why that motion and 
the ruling upon it should not appear on the 
journal. On the contrary it shield be re- 
Corded as a precedent for the future. If noth- 
ing Was to go on the journal except when the 
Speaker chose to entertain it, then the will of 
t €speaxer, and not the constitution or the 
rules, would be the law of the house. Where 
Was the redress, and what would then become 
Or the provision of the constitution which re- 
Wired that the. proceedings of the house 
should be truthfully recorded? Had it come 
10 this, that the arbitrary will of the speaker, 
"ight or wrong, was to supersede and over- 
rule the constitution. e had as high re- 
‘pect for the speaker as any other 
Member had, yet he could not 
be that the speaker was infallible or Incapa- 

le of making a mistake. When the speaker 
fused to entertain a motion which was per- 
ectly legitimate, in such refusal, he (Mr. 

Nott) could not say that the speaker was not 
Mistaken. On the contrary, he said that the 

ker was mistaken, because the rules give 
: right of appeal from the decision of the 
chair, The speaker admitted the accuracy of

but repeated that the journal clerk had acted 
strictly in obedience to the rules. Mr. Has- 
Kell, of Kansas, argued that the journal was 
to contain the proceedings of the house, to 
be the record of thingsdone by the house. 
A motion that was not entertained could cer- 
tainly form no part of the proceedings of the 
house. After further remarks by Messrs. 
Kasson, Keller and Randall, the motion to 
correct the jourual was rejected—yeas 89, 
nasy 13. 
PROCEEDING TO THE CASE. 

Mr. Miller, of Pennsylvania, then proceed- 
ed with the opening of his speech in the con- 
tested election casé of Mackey against O’Con- 
ner, but had not finished the first sentence 
when the attention of the speaker was called 
by the democratic members to the fact that 
the journal had not yet been approved. They 
demanded the yeas and nays on the question 
of approval. As the vote proceeded, and as 
the democrats withheld their votes, there was 
a likelihood of the failure of a quorum. but 
an active hunt after the republican 
absentees, and the fact that Wilson, 
of West Virginia and Morse of Massachusetts, 
who were paired, carried out their promise to 
vote, if necessary to make a quorum, result- 
ed in 146 yeas and 3 nays,so that. the journal of 
yesterday was approved. Mr. Miller,of Penn- 
sylvania, then proceeded with his speech in 
favor of the .report of the election 
committee in the case of Mackey against 
O'Conner. In the course of his speech Mr. 
caused some amusement by 
an exhibition of tissue ballots 
which he called ‘little jokers”’ 
by which democratic frauds are said to have 
been committed in South Carolina. He gave 
an illustration of the use made of them, and 
suggested that in some of the close northern 
districts it might be convenient for the demo- 
cratic candidates to understand the game. 
The discussion was continued by Mr. 
Davis, of Missouri, against the report, 
and by Mr. Paul, of Virginia, in favor of it. 
Much of Mr. Paul’s speech was directed toa 
discussion of the readjustment policy in 
Virginia, tothe praise of the readjusters as 
an honest party, and to the criticism of other 
southern states in connection with their 
debts. In fact, he declared that Virgi- 
nia was the only. debt-paying state of 
the late southern confederacy. The latter 
assertion was denied indignantly by Mr. Car 
lisle, of Kentucky, who declared that the 
state of Kentucky had never scaled her pub- 
lic debt to the amount of one dollar, and had 
never proposed to do so. The assertion of 
Mr. Carlisle was traversed by his colleague, 
Mr. White, who reminded him that certain 
counties in Kentucky had refused to pay their 
debts. If that was not repudiation what was 
it? Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina, also 
declared for his state, that it was the repub- 
lican party there which had repudiated 
the debt, and that it was now being paid 
under the rule of the democratic party. At 
the conelusion of Mr. Paul’s speech within a 
few minutes of 5 p.m., Mr. Calkins inquired 
whether if an evening session were dispensed 
with, and the house now adjourned, the dis- 
cussion would be resumed to-morrow without 
any obstruction from the democratic side. 
The answer come back resolutely from Messrs. 
Morrison, Atkins, Randall and other demo- 
cratic members that no agreement whatever 
would be made. Mr. Calkins then gave no- 
tice that he would cail the previous question 
on the contested election case at 5 p.m. to- 
morrow. 

Several republican members suggested 2 
o'clock, and Mr. Morrison, of Illinois, asked 
defiantly why he did notdo su now. The 
hour of 5 p.m. having arrived the house took 
recess until 8 o’clock. 

THE EVENING SESSION. 

The house reassembled at 8 o’clock. Mr. 
Atherton, of Ohio, who was entitled to the 
floor on the contested election case, and who 
had an objection to speaking to a thin house 
in an evening session, moved to take a recess 
till 10 a.m. to-morrow morning. The vote 
was taken by tellers, who reported, after a 
delay of 25 minutes, that there were 
15 ayes and 9% nays. No quorum. 
Thereupon acall of the house was ordered, the 

roceedings on which occupied another hour 
ruitlessly, as no quorum appeared. A vote 
was then taken on Mr. Atherton’s motion to 
take a recess tili 10 a.m. to-morrow, and re- 
sulted, yeas 93, nays14. The republicans all 
voting in the affirmative. Mr. McMullan, of 
Tennessee, raised the point of no quorum. 
Thereupon Mr. Calkins, of Indiana, 
withdrew the notice which he 
had given that he would call 
the previous question at five p.m. to mor- 
row, and stated that he would callitat an 
earlier time. Several democrats (defiantly )— 
“Call it now.”

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THE ARMY BILL. 


The Shape in Which Is to Be Reported Back From 
the Senate Committee. 
Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 
Wasnineton, May 30,—The senate commit- 
tee on appropriations to-day concluded its 
consideration of the house army appropria- 
tion bill and the measure as amended and 
finally agreed uvon will be i sac to the 
senate by Mr. Logan on Wednesday. The 
aggregate amount of the appropriations pro- 
vided for in the house bill was reduced seve- 
ral hundred theusand dollars by the senate 
committee, and the retirement clauses of the 
house biil have been changed materially. 
This portion of tie bill, as finally agreed 
upon to-day provides that “‘after the first day 
of December, 1882, when an officer has served 
forty years, either as an officer or a soldier, in 
the regular or volunteer service, or both, he 
shall, if he make application therefor to the 
president, be retired from active service and 
placed on the retired list; and when an officer 
js sixty-two years of age he shall be retired 
from active service and placed on the retired 
list, provided the general of the army shall be 
retired on full pay, and no act now 1n 
furce shall be so construed as to limit or re- 
strict there tirement of officers as herein pro 
vided for.’ The committee also agreed to 
strike out that clause in the house bill which 
provides that in computing the length of 
service for additiona! pay, the time of service 
on the retired list shall in no case be com- 
uted, and which allows additioual pay for 


such service. e\

WEARY OF THE STRIFE. 


THE REPUBLICANS WILL LEAVE 
THE OTHER CONTESTS ALONE. 


The Opinions of the Leaders as to he Fffect of the 
Filibustering Strife—Looking for the End of the 
Session—The Educationa! Bill Shc ved Out 
of the Way—Gossip of the Capitol. 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

WASHINGTON, May 28 —The conduct of the 
minority in filibustering has been variously 
criticised, but their calmest leaders are of the 
opinion that it has lost the party nothing. 
The caucus almost unanimously agreed on 
this policy. In its advocacy spoke such men 
as Carlisle, Randall, and Hammond, of Geor- 
gia. They and all-the other democrats are 
willing to stand before the country on the 
case they have made. Now that the end of 
the dead-lock is in sight, the end of the ses- 
sion is also beginning to be visible. This de- 
lay of business*may not prolong the session 
after all. Congress never tries to finish al] 
the business before it. It works along, pass- 
ing the indispensable appropriation bills, a 
few general measures On which the pressure 
is strong, and as many private and special 
bills as 1t conveniently can. 

The nig Semcre o insatiate though they be, 
in their demands for the contested seats have 
enough of the business for this session and 
will be glad to drop into a smoother channel. 
After the Mackey-Dibble case, the general 
appropriation bills will be taken up. These 
need not ovcupy a great while. The chance 
will be bad for private bills. A representa- 
tive cheerfully remarked to me last night 
that this deadlock would save the country a 
big pile of money by consuming the time 
that otherwise would have been given to 
‘‘jobs.’’ The hurry to finisb up willhave one 
bad effect. It wil’ crowd out some merito- 
rious measures that ought to go through at 
this session, 

Among these is the liberal bill for appro- 
priating ten millions a year to the education 
of the masses. No hope for it until next ses- 
sion now. Its friends are enthused over it, 
and will come back in December determined 
to push it through. 

FOR THE STATE CONVENTION. 

As. things look now I would say that you 
van expect the Georgia delegation to reach 
Atlanta about the time the state convention 
is gathering there. The middle of July seems 
to be generally agreed on among congressmen 
as a good time to “strike off.’’ Congress has 
taken high moral ground recently, especially 
in matters relating to the district of Columbia. 
Sale of lottery tickets has been prohibited. It 
was enormous here a year ago, agreatnumber 
of government clerks investing every month. 
Several of the big prizes have been drawn 
here, and the boys were having considerable 
fun trying to trap the smiles of fortune. Con- 
gress has shut down on such extravagance, 
and now Mr. Neal, of Ohio, wants to prohibit 
gaw bling under penalty of the penitentiary. 
[ hear that some queer buteffective lobbying 
has been done against this bill. This effort of 
congress to scour the morals of Washington 
is to be commended. Everybody talks about 
the wickedness of the city until the reality, 
bad as it is, is greatly*exaggerated. All 
large cities are wicked. “A . great 
city is a great sore,’’ said some man 
with a level head. Washington issingled out 
asa modern Gomorrah, and innocent fulks 
who have never been here hold up their 
hands and sigh whenever the city is mention- 
ed. ‘There are thousands of young men in 
Washington away from the restraints of home 
and the sweet influences that obtain there. 
The drift to dissipation is easy. Salaries are 
comparatively good and work generally easy. 
Vice wears winning looks and the broad road 
is smooth and promises to be a pleasant way. 

There are thousands of young women here 
trying to make their own way in the hard 
world. They are placed under inconceivable 
embarrassments and subjected to crucial 
trials. Human nature repeats the story of 
the fall here as elsewhere and the first dark 
chapter in many a life has been dated in 
Washington. Capitals, they say, the world 
over are gay, voluptuous, wicked. The good 
men in congress are trying to reform this 
naughty city and yet it is comparatively a 
quiet, good place when congress is not here.

THE NATIONAL CRIMINAL, 


An Application for Habeas Corpus—Securing a Hang- 
man for the 30th. 

WasuHIncton, May 30.—Mr. Reed, counsel 
for Guiteau, has applied to Judge Gray fora 
writ of habeas corpus. The judge preferred 
to wait until the case has been presented to 
his associates, The statement printed in New 
York papers to-day to the effect that the au- 
thorities here haye asked James Van Heise, of 
Newark, N. J., to superintend the banging of 
Guiteau, and bave offered him $200 for the 
service, is denied by District Attorney Cork- 
hill. This official says: “If the party named 
has received such a letter it is 4 practical 
joke. In the first place there 1s no money 
wat anybody’s disposal to employ = an 
outside person to do the work If 
there was a fund the law forbidsit. If tnere 
vas money and no law the calling in of 
even an experienced hangman would be 
unnecessary, as Warden Crocker, upon whom 
the duty falls, is the equal of Mr. Van Heise 
or any other executioner in the country. He 
has had practical experience in seven or 
eight cases, anda bungling execution never 
took place under his direction. I will also 
state that the gallows is ready and the rope on 
hand. 

If an order to hang Guiteau should require 
it to be done to-morrow morning at 6 o’clock, 
he could be executed at that hour and as de- 
cently as such work can be done. Stone, the 
colored man whose head was severed from 
the body when it fell, weighed over two hun- 
dred pounds, had been in jail for over a year, 
was naturally lazy, and at the same time a 
hearty eater. His muscles had become flac- 
cid. The separation of the head from the 
trunk was not due to the adjustment of 
the rope, but the physical condition of 
the condemned. No; the execution of Gui- 
teau does not require any outside assistance 
and though a disagreeable duty, it will 
be conscientiously performed by Warden 
Crocker attheappointed time. When the 
services are ended on the scaffold and the 
black cap drawn overthe head of Guiteau, at 
a signal from Warden Crocker, and only 
known by the person concealed from view, 
the rope which holds the fatal trap will be 
cut and the body of Guitean will fall between 
six and seven feet.

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A HAPLESS LIFE 


Brought to an End by a Suicidal Hand—Various Mis, 
haps Recounted.

THE DECLARATIONIN THE MOUTHS 
OF THE MALLEYS. 


The Trim Young Ladies Who Desire the Vindication 
of the Nice Young Men—The Pregres# Made in 
the Estab] shment of an Alibi—Contradic- 
torg Statements in the Evidence. 


New Haven, May 30.—Saturday was per- 
haps the most interesting day in the trial of 
the Malleys since the defense entered upon 
its testimony. Some of the evidence bears 
plausibility on its face, and rhay be true with 
the exception of dates.. The great point of the 
defense is just to prove that Jennie Cramer 
went out to Savin Rock unattended, and sec- 
ondly,to establish an alibi for the wretches on 
trial. The evidence as to Jennie’s wherea- 
bouts having been exhausted, Saturday was 
devoted to the alhhbi point. The audience had 
in it more than the usual number of ladies, 
among them being many of the most stylish 
young misses of the city, who are following 
the points of the case with keen interest. It 
was, and now is, a theory of the state’s, 


that on the night of the murder, that Walter 
Malley and Blanche Douglass drove 
out to. Branford Point. about eight 
miles distent, and that the couple drove back 
from Branford and jcined Jennie and James 
at the West Haven shore. so, it 
must have been ata very late hour, for Mi- 
chael P. Harding, of Branford, who formerly 
represented that town in the state legislature, 
swore that he saw Walter and a lady 
drive past him on the road to New Haven at 
about ten o'clock that Friday night and then 
the couple were only one and. a half miles 
away from Branford Point hotel,and to get to 
Savin rock would have to driveadouzen miles. 
Furthermore, John Kelly, a rustic work 
manufacturer of Branford; Fred H. Stone, an 
East Haven milk peddler; and Willis L. Mix, 
a drug clerk of this city, all testified that 
about seven o’clock that (Friday) evening 
they saw Walter Malley and a lady a few 
miles east of this city, driving along toward 
Branford. These witnesses all knew Walter 
and gave pretty correct descriptions of his 
team. Finally Henry N. Oliver, now of Rah- 
way, New Jersey, in August last a book- 
keeper at the Branford Point hotel, swore 
that he saw Walter anda lady on the night 
of August 5th. Before ne could give the hour 
or any particulars the time of adjournment 
had come. Thus did the defense follow up 
the aiibi for Blanche and Walter. 

When Mr. Oliver resumed the stand the 
hotel register was passed tohim. The follow- 
ing entries were pointed out under date of 
Saturday, July 30th: ‘‘W. Malley, New Ha- 
ven; Miss A. Douglass, New York.” They 
had been scratched and written in the same 
haudwriting under date of Sunday, July 31st. 
They reappear in the same handwriting un-, 
der date of Friday, August 5th. Mr. Oliver

Arabi Bey in Full Pessession—Alarm Among the Fer- 
cignersa—Turkiah Intervention.

Lonpon, May 30.—The Standard’s dispatch 
from Cairo says: Osman Pasha will be ap- 
pointed imperial commissiorer to Egypt, and 
will arrive this week, accompanied by a small 
body guard. Arabi Bey has ordered that the 
khedive’s circular against recruiting will be 

A dispatch to the Tinves from 
Cairo says that Arabi Bey openly deciares 
that if the Turks come to Egypt with inten- 
tions unfavorable to him, he will resist them. 
The natives, in a deputation which called 
upon the khedive yesterday, praying for the 
reinstatement of Arabi Bey, stated distinctly 
that Arabi had threatened that they would 
be cut to pieces unless he was reinstated. 
A Cairo dispatch to the Siamdard says 
that the military party is greatly incensed at 
the terms of the khedive communique rein- 
stating Arabi Pasha as minister of war. They 
consider themselves insulted by the p 
stating that Arab. Pasha was only reinstated 
to preserve the peace which the military ovher- 
wise would have broken. A deputation of 
officers visited Arabi Pasha, and demanded as 
a reparation for the inguit the instant deposi- 
tion of the khedive. They stated they had 
their men well in hand and ready at a mo- 
inent’s notice to march on the khedive’s palace. 
Arabi Pasha succeeded in calming them, 
and further stated that he and the khedive 
had definitely agreed to leave the settlement 
of all the pending questions to the decision of 
the sultan. A Cairo dispatch to the Times 
says that the entrances to the palace were 
guarded on Sunday by soldiers, who were all 
ready to cut the telegraph line and open the 
bridges in order to destroy communication 
with Alexandria. 
It is reported that an Egyptian man-of-war 
has laid torpedoes around the anchorage of 
the British, French and Italian vessels. The 
latter have shifted their position and closely 
watch the Egyptian ship Cairo. Arabi Pasha 
is widely circulating the statement that he 
has received a telegram from the sultan an- 
nouncing the nomination of Halim Pasha as 
khedive. 
A Constantinople dispatch to the Times 
says that Lord Dufferin, the English ambassa- 
dor, and the Marquis De Noailles, the French 
ambassador, have pressented to the porte, 
on Monday, an identical note recommending 
the summoning to Constantinople from 
Egypt of the three military leaders and the 
ex-president of the council, to answer for 
their conduct, 

A dispatch from Alexandria to the Times 
says the British community there have ap- 
pealed tothe British consul for greater securi- 
ty against the disorderly soldiery. The joint 
fleet, though able to silence the forts of Alex- 
andria, can only spare 300 men to meeta 
garrison of 3,000, who are daily 
becoming more exasperated. A Cairo 
dispatch to the Pall Mall 
Gazette says the immediate announcement of 
a dispatch of troops is indispensable, other- 
wise nobody can foresee the result. Mr. Ma- 
let, the British consul general, informed the 
khedive to-day of the immediate departure 
of a Turkish commissioner for Egypt.

A Trip into the Country With Colonel M. J. Hutchins 
—News from the Artesian Center— Bainbridge, 
Thomaston, Canton, Rome, Fort Valley 
and Various Other Places, 


Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 
MARSHALLVILLE, May 29.—Yourcorrespond- 
ent accepted a very kind invitation last week 
from Colonel Marshall J. Hatcher, one of the 
largest and most successful farmers of the 
southwest section of Georgia, to go out to his 
farm and see the working of some new ma- 
chinery of great use and value to farmers. 
I was met at the depot by Mr. Hatcher, who 
soon had me beside him in his buggy, bowl- 
ing over a good road te his place eight miles 
from Marshallville, in Macon county. Aride 
in the country, when the breezes blow unfil- 
tered and untainted, is always enjoyed by a 
city man, and this was: doubly enjoyed be- 
cause of the fine conversational powers of my 
companion, who, though a young man, is an 
eld farmer, a true Georgian and a man whose 


mind is unbampered by narrow views. 

We arrived at his place about noon. In 
alighting from the buggy my eye happened 
to light upon a moving object in the fieid 
which seemed to me to be a portion of a cir- 
cus precession that had strayed off.or got left. 
I was straining my eyes to make out whether 
it was the golden chariot of Mars or the ele- 
phant cage when I thought to ask Mr. Hatcher 


what it was. 


%? 


“That's a header,’’ he replied. 
“What's a header?’ 
“It’s a machine drawn by four horses that 

cuts oats or any kind of grain. Stand it. at. 

the edge of an oat field and it cuts a path 
through it ten feet wide as clean as if you 
hand gone over the ground cutting down 

every stalk with a sharp knife, each stalk a 

certain distance from the ground. It cuts 

thirty acres per day with ease, and if neces- 
sary will cut forty. It saves every oat, and 
the work of many hands. This is the Hodge's 

Liiinois header, the only one in the south.”’ 
“When did you get it?” 

‘‘Well, with the high price of labor and its 
scarcity and unreliability, grain planting 
with Georgia farmers was a poor investment, 
and we never gave much of our lands to 
small grain. I found out something about 
this header and concluded tosend for one. 
My veighbars laughed at me; but I made up 
my mind that we had to find some way to 
meet the laziness of hands in the south as 
this indolence is growing more and more 
prevalent year by year and perfected labor- 
saving machinery is the only cure for it. So 
I sent for the header. I had already invest 
ed from $1,500 to$2,000 in labor-saying ma- 
chinery, and was fast reducing my force of 
hands thereby. When Il wrote to Hodges & 
Co., Pekin,*IiL, the firm were surprised to 
receive an order from the south and were 
reluctant to send one. It was several 
weeks before I could induce 
them to send it. To satisfy 
themselves that I was in earnest, and also to 
see how grain would grow in the south, the 
firm sent Mr. Samuel Ingraham with the 
header. This gentleman was considerably 
astonished when he saw our fields of waving 
grain, and made use of the remark that ‘‘I do 
not believe there isa farm in Lilinois better 
adapted to the use of machinery.’’ He was 
agreeably surprised with Georgia, and 
appeared delighted with our people, our 
lands and their fertility. The header is all 
that is claimed for it. It does its work 
effectually and better than any machine for 
the purpose I ever saw. My neighbors now 
see, as I do, the importance of devoting more 
land to grain, and hereafter you will hear 
of us more as grain planters than believers in 
the kingliness of cotton.” I also saw 
on Mr. MHatcher’s plantation the work- 
ingof the Senor pulverizer, which 
break from fifteen to twenty acres of land per 
day, und sows oats, peas, etc., plows it under 
and drags it over, all with one hand and six 
mules, doing the work of fourteen hands and 
fourteen mules.

At 
this point in the journey we ate dinner, and 
a royal dinner it was. The Feltons are noted 
for their generous and’ princely hospitality, 
and the stranger within their gates fares most 
sumiptuously on the fat of the land. The 
country seat of Mr. W. H. Felton, aboutthree 
quarters of a mile from town, is an elegant 
place, and few city houses are so well ap- 

inted with conveniences and comforts. Mr, 

.M. Felton lives just opposite, and he is not 
much behind our city people in the knowl- 
edge of what constitutes good living. Mar- 
shallville occupies the highest attitude be- 
tween Macon and the coast, enjoys an air sa- 
lubrious and balmy and a water chrystallish 
and cool. 

The farmersin this section are ina most 
prosperous condition, and on every side are 
seen evidences of thrift. This section of the 
country is now teeming with oat and other 
grain fields, and corn and cotton form com- 
ponent parts of the pianted soil. Seasomable 
rains are all that is needed to make this gar- 
den spot of Georgia an Eden, for besides grain 
and the cereals, fruit seems to thrive splen 
didly, and a nursery not far from the spot is 

roof positive of the assertion that the land 
is adapted to everything that makes. money 
and fat living for the industrious farmer. 

In a future letter I shall pay my respects to 
the blooming city of Marshallville, the Felton 
farms, and some of Marshallville’s most sub- 
stantial citizens, among them M. 8. Ware and 
E. B. Baldwin and others, whose interests are 
divided in the city and in the county, being 
merchants as well*as farmers. 


CROPS, WELLS AND POLITICS. 

Speciai Correspondence of The Constitution. 

ALsBany, May 28.—Judge Vason, who is an 
exceilent practical farmer and = authority 
on agricultural topics, although he happens 
to be a member of the political clique, veld 
the ‘Georgia agricultural -society,’’ said yes- 
terday, after his return from Terrell county, 
that {he oat crop he saw along tie road be- 
tween veg A and Dawson would average 
from 20 to 30 bushels per acre.

Much of 
the crop is already gathered, yet probably the 
greater portion of it still remains uncut, to be 
more fully matured by the copious rains we 
are having in this section—a matter now of 
almost daily occurrence. Yesterday afternoon 
a fine rain fell here for about an hour. Yes- 
terday Captain W. E. Smith brought to town 
from one of his places an ear of corn of good 
average size nearly fully matured.

ORGANIZATION, 


A Proposition to Bring the Elements Together Again 
—The Last Day’s Proceedings of the Woman’s 
Missionary Conference— Reception to the 
Delegates— Personal Points, Ete.

Decatur, May 30.—Our county seems to be 
without a democratic executive committee. 
On the 15th May, 1880, the executive commit- 
tee, whose term had just about expired, with 
James M. Carroll as chairman and E. M. 
Word, secretary, met at this place and issued 
a call fora mass meeting to be held on the 
first Tuesday in June following. A large 
number assembled in response to the call,and 
after attending to other matters, 

Resolved, That a mass meeting be held on the 
first Tuesday in July to select delegates to the gu- 
bernatorial convention and attend to other party 
matters; and that the selection of a new democratic 
executive committee for the county be referred to 
that meeting, and that meeting after deciding how 
delegates should be selected to the gubernatorial 
convention.

Value of Farming Land in Georgia—80 Acres 
Worth More than a Hundred in Michigan—The 
Difference Between the Systems of Work 
~The Yankee in Georgia. 


“What is farming land in Georgia worth per 


sere?” 

I have answered this question in a general 
way two or three times, but will again reply 
that there is the same difference as in Michi 
gan or [ilinois. A Georgia farmer who has a 
good thing of it wants a good price. One who 
is in debt and discouraged will let ZO of his 
jJand ata bargain for the man with money. 
Fairly good farms can be had for $20 per acre. 
Farms in good repair and having natural ad- 
yantages run as high as $50 peracre. There 
js, however, any amount of good land in 
Georgia at $10 per acre. That state has taken 
the lead in splitting up the big plantations 
into small farms, and the result has been a 
great gain in the number of agriculturists 
and amount produced. 

In specking of farms here is one fact which 
the northern man must not overlook. He 
can raise more on eighty acres in Georgia 
than on 100) acres’ in Michigan, He 
will have three months more in every year to 
work. He can raise more wheat, more oats. 
more barley and rye, and his corn will run 
considerably more to the acre. He can raise 
two crops of potatoes and cut four crops of 
fodder. He can plantin March in Georgia, 
while he must wait until May in the north. 
J saw a n°w Variety of rust proot wheat put 
into market at Americus on the 2d day of 
May. Onthat same day, before the north 
had planted a kernel-of corn, it Was in tassle 
jnadozen counties in Georgia. Oats were 
ready to cut in northern Georgia by the 12th 
of May. A northern man who had a farm 
of seventy-five acres in that state would culti- 
yate every foot of it, and unless he went into 
cotton or grass very extensively he would 
not wantabove 100 acres at the outside. 

WHAT HE WOULD RalISE. 

The average Georgia farmer who has 100 
acres of land puts at least eighty into cotton, 
another ten is divided between corn, potatoes 
and truck, and the remainder is occupied by 
the house, sheds, etc. Ifitisa bad year for 
cotton he is cleaned out. If it isa good year 
he pays his debts and has something left over. 

A northern man would take the same land 
and: put thirty into corn, the same into pota- 
toes, ten into grass, and the remainder into 
wheat and oats. If it was a good year the 
wheat would run ten bushels tothe acre more 
than in the north. If it was a bad year it 
would run no less than the northern average. 
His other crops could be counted on with cer- 
tainty. His ten acres of oats would bring 
him more money than thirty of cotton. His 
thirty of corn would yield better than fifty of 
cotton. His-potatoes alone would bring more 
cash than double the acres in cotton. He 
would make more clean cash from his ninety 
acres thus planted than any Georgian has ever 
made from 300 acres of the fleecy staple. 

THE REASON WHY. 

You will then naturally ask why they don’t 
farm that way in Georgia. The reason is be- 
cause the southern merchant and capitalist 
has the agricultural produeer by the throat, 
and he is holding on with tenacious grip. 
When a northern farmer wants tools or pro- 
visions the merchant gives him credit and he 
pays as he can. When a southern farmer 
starts in he goes toa merchant and gives a 
lien on everything"he may raise in order to 

rocure guano, tocls and provisions to run 
Eien through the season. The merchant not 
only charges him exorbitant prices, but obliges 
him to plant cotton. He will not let him split 
up his land into cotton, corn. oats, potatoes, 
etc. but insists that every acre shall go into 
cotton alone. When that cotton is ginned 
and baled it must go to the merchant who has 
the lien. He sells iton account, and he gets 
a commission for selling. If there is more 
than enougii to pay him it goes to the farmer; 
if there is not, then the farmer must make 
another lien and hope for better luck. ‘The 
merchant won't let him plant corn or potatoes 
because he wants to furnish him these things 
at a big profit. It is the same 
with oats and hay. By keeping him on cot- 
ton he makes a profit on whatever the farmer 
eats and wears, and he makes another when 
he selis the cotton. It is a system which has 
been practiced for seventy-five years in vari- 
ous southefh states, but it is probable that it 
has at last received its death-blow. The Geor- 
gia farmer is kicking against it with great 
vigor, and the northern men who have gone 
down there with cash to buy farms and run 
them haye struck hard blows against the 
evil. Sum up the system and it is from 
twenty to thirty per cent interest. Not one 
farmer in ten who starts in that way ever gets 
outofdebt. During the last year ortwoa 
money-loaning association formed in the east 
has had agents all over the south lending 
money on real estate at eight per cent and 
hundreds of planters have found in it a way 
out of their difficulties. 

Ten years ago Georgia was all cotton. To- 
day she is reaping the benefits of mixed crops. 
Her big planters raise less cotton and more 
oats, wheat and corn, and her small farmers 
havea mine of wealth in truck-farming. Her 
farming population is nearer out of debt than 
in any other district in the south. 

THE YANKEE IN GEORGIA. 

“Are there many northern men in Geor- 

ia?” 


“Yes—hundreds of them. I met them in 


“Do they jike the country?” 

“They are charmed with it, and I found 
many whose health had been greatly bene- 
fited by the change.” — 

‘‘How are they welcomed ?”’ 

“Just asa neigubourhood in Michigan would 
welcome a stranger who had come to make his 
home in it. Your native Georgian is an open- 
hearted, hospitable man. Even the ‘‘cracker,” 
who is supposed to be the essence of laziness, 
and who represents the lowest _ strata of intel- 
ligence, will share bis humble meal with a 
stranger and feel insulted at sight of pay.”’ 

Say toa Georgian: ‘I wasin the northern 
army, and I fought you and gave you the 
best I had.’’ And he will reply: 

“Bully for you—let’s shake! I was around 
there myself about that time, and I guess you 
were tov many for us.’’ 

That ends it. If you get another word 
about war out of him you'll have to pump 
for it. If you have come down to be his 
neighbor he'll neighbor with you. 

THE SOUTHERN LABORER. - 

“What help wus: | empsoy on my farm? 

Ifl was going down to Georgia to luna 
farm on which hands must be employed the 
year round I would take white men. It is 
nonsense to say that white men can’t stand 
the hot weather down there. The July and 
August months of Georgia call for no harder 
farm work than the same months in the 
north. A white man who can cradle wheat 
summer 
work in the south. The negro, as the Georgia 
people say, has become unreliable in many 
districts, and a nuisance in others, Where one 
works twenty loaf their time away around 
the towns. Where one is honest fifty are 
thieves and liars) Leta planter buy hogs on 
Monday, by Saturday he will bave lost the 
greater number. Negroes in his employ, well 
fed and well paid, will have slaughtered 
them. Let him buy a b:ooded calf and he is 
safe no longer than a pair of eyes are watch- 
ing him, A farmer who keeps fowls must hire 
some one to guard them, and it must be some 
one besides a negro. Seta dozen negroes et 
work onafarm without a boss and in an 
hour ten of them will be lying in the fence- 
corners, If there is a call for a political 
meeting the farm is deserted. They belong 
to orders, lodges, societies, churches, etc., and 
things are so managed that he must have 
nearly every night out and about two holidays 
per week. A shower of rain in the morning 
uses him up for gll day, and if there is no 
Other excuse he has cramps or dizziness 


Such are the complaints that Georgians make. 
A good white workman, such as are em- 
ployed in the north, will do more work in 
one day than the average negro will accom- 
plish in three. The negro demands the 
same pay as white farm hands receive in the 
north. His money is gone within half a 
day after he receives it, and generally for 
luxuries which his employer cannot’ afford. 
He then begins a new month—a siege 
against time. The north would not bear 
half as much from him as the south does. 
Let a thousand of them stand on the streets 
of Detroit. day after, day, as they do at At- 
lanta, Macon, Montgomery and other places, 
guffawing, disputing and quarreling, and 
there would soon be a call for a new wing 
atthe work house. M. Qvap.

MR. STEPHENS AND THE CONVENTION. 

There is one thing in regard to which our 
esteemed contemporary, the Macon Telegraph, 
may as well make up its able but inflamed 
mind, andthat is that it cannot succeed in 
misrepresenting the position of Mr. Stephens 
with respect to the democratic party of Geor- 
gia, nor in misrepresenting the attitude of 
THE CONSTITUTION with respect to Mr. Steph- 
ens. If Mr. Stephens is defeated before the 
convention there will be no grumbling and 
grow.ing so far as we are concerred, but, 
whether nominated or defeated, we are deter- 
mined that there shall be no mistake as to his 
position. With these prefatorial remarks, 
put forth as in some sort an outline of our 
intentions, we proceed to dissect the material 
part of an article which appears in the Tele- 
graph of Sunday under the heading of “The 
Conspiracy Programme.”’ 

It will be borne in mind that we recently 
quoted from our contemporary a statement 
to the effect that ‘‘a divided party would be 
the inevitable result of Mr. Stephens’s candi- 
dacy,”’ and asked for some more definite in- 
formation in regard to this matter. The Tel- 
egraph asserts that its statement is ‘a simple; 
straightforward affirmation of the fact that 
the candidacy of Mr. Stephens before the peo- 
ple in their primaries, and before the con- 
vention, for the gubernatorial nomination 
would exciteg stfong antagonism on the part 
of those democrats who earnestly and honest- 
ly oppose him.””

This has a very formidable sound, to be sure, 
and THe ConstrruTion accepted it at its face- 
value. We took it for granied that the Tele- 
graph intended to assert that the candidacy of 
Mr. Stephens would create a breach in,the 
democratic party—would divide it, in fact— 
whereas, the esteemed editor, who knows how

We hasten to observe that this explanation 
is quite satisfactory to Tue Constitution. It 
extracts the thunder and the lightning—and, 
we may say, the wind—from a very threaten- 
ing cloud, and we feel more comfortable in 
consequence. The explanation means, as a 
matter of course, that those who oppose Mr. 
Stephens will antagonize him in the primaries 
and before the couvention; but will this 
divide the democratic party or create any 
bitterness? Is it natural that a contest be- 
tween democrats for a nomination should 
divide the party? If such is the ease, it would 
seer to be impossible to hold the organization

The,test is 
our contemporary’s own invention, 
and it does well to repudiate it.

THE SALT MONOPOLY. 

The beauties of the tariff bill are very fair- 
ly illustrated in the matter of salt. Its power 
to squeeze the people for the benefit of syndi- 
cates was plainly brought out by Representa- 
tive Hatch, of Missouri, when he took up the 
existing tariff on salt, disclosing whom it 
robs and whom it benefits. He showed from 
official tables that the salt establishments 
have decreased in twenty years from 399 to 
264. But the 264 salt manufacturers make 
20,800,298 bushels a _ year, against 
12,717,198 bushels in 1860. The 264 es- 
tablishments give employment all told to 
4,075 men, women and children. To protect 
the 4,000 laborers, so to speak, all the indus- 
tries of the United States using salt in large 
quantities are taxed about 100 per cent on the 
value of the amount used, of twelve cents on 
every 100 pounds.’ But the effort to make it 
appear that the tax is levied for the benefit of 
4,000 laborers is, as all know, a mere pretense 
The taxis taken from the pockets of fifty 
millions of people to fill the pockets 
of 264 monopolies, who are _ represent- 
ed by five pools or syndicates—two 
in Michigan, one in New York, one 
in West Virginia and onein Ohio. The pool- 
master in each'case receives from the man- 
ufacturers’ reports of their monthly products 
and then he proceeds to regulate the price 
and sales. He puts the price wherever those 
whom he serves desire it shall stand at. In 
other words, the tariff of one hundred per 
cent enables the combined manufacturers to 
name the price of their product. We quote 
from Mr. Hatch’s speech: ‘‘At Saginaw 12,- 
000,000 bushels salt were made in 1881. One 
party told me recently that he made 15,000 
barrels per month, at a cost not exceeding 38c 
per barrel, including the cost of the barrel, 
all of which was sold by the pool-master at 
90 cents per barrel—over 50 cents per barrel 
clear profit, or $7,500 per month clear profit. 
Now every farmer and every packer in the 
west paid 6 cents per bushel, or 24 cents per 
barrel of that profit because of the duty on 
imported salt. Even with salt duty free the 
Saginaw profit would be 25 cents per barrel, 
and their iadustry would notsuffer.”’ This is 
simply robbery; it has not a single feature of 
honest taxation, and it is none the less 
robbery because the victims number 
fifty millions, and the operation is 
slowly and _ stealthily performed under 
the forms of law. 

This particular villainy falls with intensi- 
fied injustice upon the meat-packing and 


meaj-canning establishments, These estab-

centis levied. In order to render the profits 
and position of the 264 monopolists more se- 
cure @ tax of one hundred per cent is col- 
lected from an article that is not produced in 
this country, except in very small quantities. 
This part of the villainy affects 872 meat- 
packing establishments that employ 26,113 
men, and that produce articles to the value 
of over three hundred millions a year. Upon 
whom does this part of the tax fall? I the 
salt tax protects the 4,000 men employed in 
the salt works, it must rob the 26,000 em- 
ployed inthe meat-packing establishments. 
-In truth, as Mr. Hatch says, “every human 
being in the United States, every head of live 
stock in the United States,as it licks its little 
daily quota of salt to sustain life, pays tribute 
te the 264 monopolies.’’ And the United 
States becomes a party to this gigantic scheme 
of robbery by giving the 264 a right to rob 
the people at discretion. 

We have no disposition to become indig 
nant over this particular villainy, for it is 
only a fair sample of the jobs with which the 
tariff is packed, and of which it is chiefly 
made up.. The only thing that is surprising 
in conneetion with the entire subject is the 
manner in which the people submit and long 
have submitted tothe most audacious and 
shameless taxes that were ever put upon a 
people by any government in the world’s 
history. 

AN INDUSTRY FOR WOMEN. 

We print elsewhere an -interesting article 
on silk cuiture in Atlanta. It appears that 
three families have already engaged in this 
work and several more are preparing to go 
into if. . 

There is no small industry that offers pleas- 
anter occupation to women and children or 
better profits. It requires little or no capi- 
tal. It involves no expense, and little atten- 
tion. The process of management is simple, 
the care of the worms and cocoons is quite as 
interesting as of birds or flowers, and it allows 
the gentlest of women or weakest of children 
to contribute many a dollar to the general 
treasury of the family. A ready market is 
the cocoons at prices that are 


offered for 
tempting. 
We note with pleasure a revival of silk-cul- 
ture in all parts of the state. Many persons— 
notably Mr. John Stark, of Thomasville—are 
going into it on a large seale. It is not this 
that we need so much, as to give it a lodge- 
ment in the honres of our people. Whether 
or not it will pay on a large scale must be de- 
termined by the skill and care of the man 
who invests in it. But there is not the slight- 
est question that it will pay handsomely when 
it is made an incident of home-economy and 
when the honsewife and her children give it 
the time and attention that would otherwise 
be wasted. There is no reason why there 
should not be a nest of silk-wornis in the cor- 
ner of every home in the state. and why 
every workingman should not find his salary 
supplemented by their work. There is no 
better climate in the world than ours for the 
worms, and no better soil from which to raise 
the plants needed for their food.

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THE SILKEN THREAD, — 


WHICH BINDS A COUNTLESS 
WEALTH TO GEORGIA. 


The SNk Culture Adds to Georgie Another Link in the 
Golden Chain of Riches—The Caterpillars, the 
" Chrysalis and; the Butterfly ai] Contrib- 
ute to Fill the Harvest Basket. 


Georgia is to have another boom, and the 
seed from which this new boom is to spring 
are now budding forth in Atlanta. 

Probably no state in the south has been so 
singularly favored as Georgia. Her soil, her 
climate and her people are the three elements 
which, blended into one, will yet make her 
the central point of the south. There is hard- 
ly a cereal that cannot be cultivated in this 
state. The soil is naturally productive and 
the ciimate is of sucha character that it rem- 
edies all defects that bave their origin in the 
earth. 

Then, too, her manufactures embrace the 
catalogue of work. Everything—animal,veg- 
etable and mineral, which is produced in the 


state, can, within the same _ state, be convert- 
ed into marketable goods. The iron ore dug 
from the bowels of the earth are at home in 
Georgia forges, and the cereals need no great 
journey to be utilized. 

But add to these many advantages the one 
coming enterprise and then Georgia is com- 
plete within itself. This enterprise is the 
silk culture, and that it not only can be made 
but now actually is a success, was clear- 
ly proven to a CONSTITUTION representative 
yesterday. 

At the corner of Harris and Calhoun streets 
there resides an Americanized Hungarian 
whose early life was spent with the caterpil- 
lay, the crysalis and the buttertiv. He is a 
small man of about thirty or thirty-five years 
of age, and is now doing more towards devel- 
oping the silk culture in Georgia than proba- 
bly any one man in the state. His association 
with the silk worm in his youth yave hima 
thorough education upon the subject. Then 
he learned their wauts, their habits and their 
worth, and now that knowledge stands him 
well. 

For several days past an investigation of 
this gentleman's cocoonery has been contem- 
lated by a CONSTITUTION representative, but 
it was not until yesterday that the contem- 
plated investigation was made. Early in the 
morning the reporter sought the gentleman's 
home. He was found busily engaged behind 
the counter of a small grocery store, and 
greeted the scribe with a pleasant smile. 

“This is Mr. Dittler, I guess,’’ remarked the 
reporter by way of introduction. 

“Yes, that’s my name. » What can I do for 
you?” was his reply. 

“Tam told that you are engaged in raising 
silk worms and [ have called tor the purpose of 
seeing just what you are doing, whut you 
think of your enterprise, and what your pros- 
pects are?” ; 

“Well, I have a few worms, and am doing 
well with them. Butif you will come with 
me you can see for yourself,’’ and leading the 
way Mr. Dittler went intoa small room in the 
rear of his store. 

The room was about eight by twelve feet, 
and contained nothing but two common 
tables, some baskets and acouple of chairs, 
Upon these tables the reporter saw as he 
entered the room an immense pile of green 
leaves and :wigs, but upon a closer examina- 
tion his optics took ina “million” caterpill- 
ars. They were crawling lazily over the 
leaves, and created anything buta favorable 
impression upon the reporter. 

‘‘Here you see the beginning of the fabric 
which isso much coveted by ladies,” began 
Mr. Dittler. “‘But there are only a few of 
those who wear silk who know its origin. 
See,’’ continued he, picking up an ugly, slimy 
worm and strokingit as quietly asa lady 
would her pet poodle, ‘‘here is the beginning 
of the silk. Notice this fibre or thread I am 
drawing fremits mouth. This is what silk is 
made of.”’ 

‘How many worms have you here?” 

“About five thousand, I guess. ! bought 
five thousand eggs in the spring, and I have 
had splendid luck.”’ 

“How long have you been in this busi- 
ness?”’ 

“In this country only a few months, but in 
the old country a long time?’ 

“Where are you from? How long have you 
been in this country?” 

“I came from Hungary, and have been in 
America twelve vears.”’ 

“Were you a silk cultivator in Hungary?” 

“Well, yes. In that country it is custom- 
ary for the boys to raise silk-worms. They 
thereby secure their pocket money,and many 
have made their start in life by handling co- 
coons. When I wasa boy at home I made 
quite a little sum by adhering to this habit.”’ 

“What induced you to try it here?” 

‘Well, for some time past I have thought 
that this climate was just the thing for silk 
worms, and early in the spring I saw the card 
in Tue ConsTiTuTION about a gentleman in 
Memphis who had eggs to sell. I wrote to 
him and purchased five thousand eggs. and 
you see the result before you.”’ 
~ “What do the eggs look like and what did 
you do with them?” | ; 

‘They are small, being about the size of a 
mustard seed and are of a slate or violet 
color. It was quite warm when I got them 
and I spread them in this room on paper. 
About the 6th of April the first hatched. 
The worm then was about the size of a small 
forest ant and was very black. Immediate- 
ly after they were hatched I covered them 
with mulberry leaves and they began at once 
to eat and grow. At this age, as well as at 
all other ages until afver tne fourth moult 
for that matter, the worm is a good eater. 
They shed their skins four times, this 1s 
called moulting, and at such times they are 
very delicate and require the greatest care. 
With each new skin they become larger in 
size,increase in their demand sfor food and be- 
come lighter in color.” S 

“Yes, but where does the silk come from? 

“Well, give me time and I will tell you all 
about it. In about ten days after the last 
moulting they begin to spin,or, as you would 
have me say, make silk. This process is very 
strange to one not acquainted with the worm. 
The spinning apparatus is near the mouth, 
and is connected with the silk bags, which are 
long and slender, containing a liquid 
gum. The thread is produced through 
two orifices in the nose _ of 
the worm and the two fibres on issuing 
forth are secured together by the glutinous 
matter which accompanies them and forms 
nearly one-fourth their weight. The average 
size of each of these primary fibres is about 
one two thousandth part of an inch. 

“But where do they put the silk, and what 
is this ball?

Within 
this outer covering the worm spins fine silk, 
bending the head and body up and down and 
crossing to every side until the entire body is 
covered. The inside of the cocoon is fine

“Then, after the crysalis is formed, what: 

‘Next comes its escape, its life as a butter- 
fly, its deposit of eggs, from which the worm 
gets its origin, and then death ends its ca- 
reer,”’ at

“I don’t feed them on mulberry.. The tra- 
ditional food for the worm is the mulberry, 
but I have found here in Atlanta that osage 
orange even beats it, and my fine cocoons 
show it. In fact, I think they like the osage

“And you think the climate will let the 
worm prosper here ?”’ 

“I know it. Why, in European countries 
where they make so much silk, the climate 
is not half so favorable. There they have to 
resort to artificial heat—men carrying the
